1 .   Page 1, Lines 15 through 17: 
15     ▸   clarifies that a vehicle operator intending to turn left is not required to yield the 
16   right-of-way to a vehicle operator approaching from the opposite direction that fails 
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17   to stop or yield when required by a { traffic-control device } stop sign or steady red signal  at the intersection; 
 
2 .   Page 2, Lines 43 through 46: 
43     (2) (a) The operator of a vehicle intending to turn to the left at an intersection is not 
44   required to yield the right-of-way to a vehicle operator approaching from the opposite direction 
45   if the vehicle operator approaching from the opposite direction fails to stop or yield when 
46   required to stop or yield by a { traffic-control device } stop sign or steady red signal  at that intersection.
